States District court this afternoon, 
until one yellow man was smothered 
to death in an ice box. Then the 
Chinamen who were willing to pay 
$500 each for being smuggled into 
Uncle Sam’s domains, decided that 
they would rather remain in Mexico 
or return to their native land, than 
risk the journey in the ice box and 
the chance of freezing to death or be 
ing smothered 

Albert Hampton, a Pullman dining 
ear cook, told the story of the China- 
men and the ice box on the witness 
staml in Judge Landis’ court today 
“The ice box in the dining car,” he 
said, “was four foot long, two and 
one-half leet wide and eight feet deep 
The closet in the ear in which the 
linen was carried was four and one- 
half feet high, two feet deep and one 
and one-half feet wide We carried 
lots of Chinamen in these two places 
all the way from El Paso to Chicago.

Presque Isle, Maine, June 8—Fire swept 
over this village last night, burning a 
hundred dwelling houses, ten potato 
storehouses, the Canadian Pacific railway 
station the Congregational church and 
the Masonic hall. The aggregate loss i« 
estimated at $300,000. The residences 
burned included some of the beet in the 
village. Upwards of a thousand people 
are homeless. 

A high wind prevailed and is largely 
responsible for the extent of the d/saster, 
Among the dwelling houses burned were 
those of John Brown,where the fire start- 
ed; former estate Senator EB. BE. Parker, 
Charles Richardson, first selectman and 
representative in the legislature, and the 
Baptist parsonage occupied by Rev. BE. 
L. Gates. The insurance will not exceed 
$150,000, Presque Isle has a population 
of nearly 5,000. It is the centre of the 
potato raising of Aroostook county and 
is located on the Bangor and Arroostok 
railway and at the termina f a branch 
of the Canadian acific railway. The 
total valuation of the town is $2,000,000.
